Harry F. Wahlgren predicted to- 
day, meaning that 90-degree 
weather will continue here, with 
no relief in sight. 

Today was the fifth consecutive 
day the mercury has climbed to 
90 or above. 

There were scattered showers 
after a reading of 90 degrees Was 
recorded at 1 o’clock this after- 
noon, and by 2 o’clock the mer- 
cury had dipped to 84, but then it 
started back up again. Wahlgren 
said the showers promise no real 
break in the heat. 

To make St. Louisans feel bet- 
ter, the forecaster emphasized that 
the high temperature here yester- 
day was only 93 degrees, in con- 
trast to 102 at Newark, N.J.; 101 
at Boston and Yuma, Ariz.; 100 
at Hartford, Conn., and Laredo, 
Tex., and 99 at New York and 
Baltimore.

The UAW can legally call a strike 
in Michigan any time within 30 
days after certifications This 
period can be extended by mutual 
agreement between the disputing 
parties. 

The UAW International Execu- 
tive Board was scheduled to meet 
today to act on the election re- 
sults. The board was expected to 
authorize union officers to eall the 
walkout at any time they sew fit. 

A total of 75,230 out of 80,000 
eligible Michigan Ford workers 
voted in the election, Fox said.

Will Argue That Decision 
That Municipal Levies

A decision by the Missouri Pub- 
lic Service Commission yesterday 
concerning municipal license taxes 
against St. Louis County Water 
Co. will be contested by the City 
of St. Louis on the ground it 
might have a far-reaching effect 
in increasing public utility rates 
in the city.

The city of St. Louis, which in- 
tervened in the county water case 
will contest the commission’s rul- 
ing as “a dangerous precedent, 
which might well mean an in- 
crease in St. Louis utility rates of 
more than $3,500,000 a year, the 
Post-Dispatch was told by an au- 
thoritative source. 

The question involved is one of 
passing on to consumers, as part 
of their utility rates, certain li- 
cense tax levies made by runici- 
palities. If this principle should 
be established finally, lawyers 
think it could be made to apply 
to such other utilities as South- 
western Bell Telephone Co., Union 
Electric Co. of Missouri and La- 
clede Gas Light Co. 

All those concerns operate in 
both the city and St. Louis county. 
In general, the city charges utili- 
ties 5 per cent of their gross re- 
ceipts as a license tax, while there 
are varying charges among the 
suburban towns. The tendency 
to adopt this form of municipal 
revenue has been growing in the 
county. At present such taxes are 
absorbed by each utility as part 
of their operating expenses, 

Transit Tax Situation. 

Another question arises in the 
situation — what would be done 
about license taxes against Public 
Service Co., whose busses and 
streetcars operate in some county 
areas charging such license taxes 
as well as in the city. The city 
has under consideration now the 
idea of increasing taxes against 
this concern. However, unlike 
monthly bills f other utilities, an 
odd percentage for a license tax 
cannot be tacked precisely to 
transit fare. Neither can a single 
fare be specifically allocated to a 
given municipality in the county 
under the existing universal fare 
system.

BALLOON TRAVELS 


For the fiscal year of 1947-48 
the city of St. Louis collected 
$3,672,789 in license taxes from 
the electric, gas, telephone and 
transit companies. The city- 
owned water system is not 80 
taxed. Collections for that year, 
all at 5 per cent of gross receipts 
except for a special set-up as to 
streetcar service, were divided as 
follows: Union Electric, $1,214, 
879; Southwestern Bell, $823,043; 
Public Service Co., busses $591,- 
25, and streetcars $486,281; La- 
clede Gas, $556,861. 

Relatively. speaking, such taxes 
have begun to play a considerable 
part in the bu@gets of some of 
the county suburbs. 

Decision of Commission. 

The state comission, in à 
unanimous decision issued at Jef- 
ferson City yesterday, held that 
St. Louis County Water Co. should 
pass on the tax to its customers 
within municipalities applying the 
license taxes in question, on a 
pro rata basis. No change was 
sought or made in basic water 
rates. 

“It is the oonsidered judgment 
of this commission,” said the de- 
cision, “that the consumers in any 
and all municipalities which seek 
to obtain revenue from s taxes 
or payments should bear the bur- 
den of providing such revenue. 

“Such exactions, whether in the 
nature of license taxes, occupa- 
tional taxes, street rentals, fran- 
chise payments of any other simi- 
lar or kindred tax, should be paid 
by thé water consumers residing 
in the municipality which receives 
tuch taxes or payments. The allo- 
cation of such costs should be 
accomplished by and reflected in 
the rates themselves rather than 
by adding to each individual con- 
sumer’s bill as a separate item 
thereof.” 

The latter declaration appears 
to draw a distinction as against 
the separate treatme@t of the 
state sales tax, in utility billin 

“The commission is of the opin- 
jon,” the decision also stated, 
“that, under the facts in this 
case, all of the company’s water 
users residing in the areas Which 
neither levy license taxes upon 
the company’s business nor re- 
ceive franchise payments thereon 
are being unfairly and unjustly 
discriminated against, and to a 
lesser degree the same is true as 
to the areas which either levy 
license taxes or receive franchise 
payments only in the amount of 2 
per cent of the gross revenue. 

Effect of Varied Rates. 

“Where such taxes or payments 
v in rates among the areas 
served by the company, the effect 
is to burden consumers in some 
areas with a part of the taxes 
levied by other areas, unless the 
rates are adjusted to eliminate 
this effect. It is an unjust dis- 
crimination for the water con- 
sumérs of one area to be burdened 
with any part of the taxes levied. 
or payments exacted by another 
area.”

Oehler said that at no time was 
he in charge of sales. His job 
was inventory work, he explained, |

Egenriether got a “bum deal,” 
Ahner asserted, adding that he 
had never met the Fire Chief.

The real solution lies with the 
people. Under the alerted leader- 
ship of the great religious and so- 
cial organizations of our city 
which your Council will further 
activate, we can be sure of prog- 
ress in this field.” 


While there has been an im- 
provement in race relations in 
St. Louis in the last few years, 
the Mayor said, the city is con- 
fronted with complicated, inter- 
mingled questions of law and cus- 
tom. Segregation in  publicly- 
supported facilities violates the 
fundamental concepts of the Con- 
stitution, he added, but the sub- 
ject is not one on which reason 
alone can be the guide.

The only living former President said on his seventy-fifth birth- 
day that while “we have not had a great socialization: of property” 
the result was being achieved by Government spending of the people’s 


savings. 

Hoover spoke at Stanford Uni- 
versi at ceremonies honoring 
him his birthday. He only re- 
cently finished two years of work 
as head of a commission which 


proposed economy in government.. 


In his address he lashed out at 
new federal and state proposals 
for spending taxes. 

Hoover spoke before an esti- 
mated 10,000 persons in the Lau- 
rence Frost Memorial Bow] on the 
campus, virtually in the shadow of 
the Hoover Institute and Library 
on War, Revolution and Peace, 
which he founded. 

President Truman’s message of 
congratulations and good wishes 
was among the thousands which 
came from all over the world. 

When Hoover entered, and when 
he finished speaking, the crowd 
sang “Happy Birthday to You.” 

Hoover looked well and robust. 
He wore a brown, double-breasted 
business suit and a four- in-hand 
tie. He was presented with a 
birthday card representing $155,- 
1°2 in endowments for the 
C. oover Institute. 

Mhere Spending Leads. 

“Along this road of spending,” 
Eover said, “the Government 
eicher takes over, which is Social- 
ism, or dictates institutional and 
economic life, which is Fascism. 


“The American mind is troubled | lly 


by the growth of collectivism 
throughout the world. 

“We have a few hundred thou- 
sand Communists and their fellow 
travelérs in this country. They 
cannot destroy the republic, They 
are a nuisance and require atten- 
tion. We also have the doctrinaire 
Socialists who peacefully dream of 
their utopia. 

“But there is a considerable 
group of fuzzy-minded people who 
are engineering a compromise 
with all these European infections. 
They fail to realize that our 
American system has grown away 
from the systems of Hurope for 
250 years. They have the foolish 
notion that a collectivist economy 
can at the same time preserve 
personal liberty and W 


in England should be “a sufficient 
spectacle” of what happens when 
nations try it. 

Hoover said the thinking of the 
American people was drugged by 
such slogans as “welfare state.” 
He called this term “a disguise 
for the totalitarian state by the 
route of spending.” 

Hoover presented some figures. 
The average working citizen he 
said now must work 61 days a 
year to pay taxes supporting the 
Government, local, state and 
federal. 

He divided the days this way: 
11 to pay obligations from former 
wars; 24 for national defense and 
the cold war; 12 days for other 
federal expenditures and 14 days 
for state and local governments. , 

Hoover said that “So long as we 
tust support the necessary na- 
t nal defense ahd cold war at a 
c st of 24 days work per year to 
7 . Average W. Citizen, there are 

Inv comforting things that

Tiuroughout his address, Hoover 
pr-etuated his points with the 
Sentence: “Think it over.” He 
placed one of these at this point. 

Another 20 Days. 

Hoover did not mention what 
things he thought ghould be de- 
ferred. But he said there now 
was being seriously proposed ad- 
ditional government spending 
which would “take another 20 days 
work from Mr. and Mrs. Average 
W. Citizen.” 

Hoover remarked only in pass- 
ing that for the past two years 
he has been working on pro- 
posals for economies in govern- 
ment, The Hoover Commission in- 
sisted that four billion dollars a 
year could be saved. 

Hoover entitled his address 
“Think of the Next 1 
He sounded this theme early in 
his speech by saying: 
“Thé real test of our thinking 
fis not so much the next election 
as it is the next generation.” 

Hoover emphasized that the 
United States must maintain a 
“dynamic, progressive people.” 

“But dynamic progress is not 
made with dynamite,” he con- 
tinued. “And that dynamite today 
is the geometrical increase of 
spending by our governments— 
federal, state and local.” 


Increase in Taxes. 

Hoover estimated that, exclusive 
of federal debt service, the cost 
of all government to the average 
family had increased from $200 to 
$1300 a year in the last 20 years. 

With debt service and new ex- 
penditures now being proposed, he 
said “the average family may be 
paying $1900 yearly taxes.” 

Hoover cited the growing length 
of the Government payroll, pen- 
sion lists, and the like. 

Today,“ he continued, about 
one person out of every seven in 
the population is a regular recipi- 
ent of Government monies. If 
those of age are all married, they 
comprise about one-half the voters 
of 'the last presidential election.

oo ver was necessary 
that the problem of public spend- 
ing de reduced “to the possible 
savings of the people after a de- 
sirable standard of living.” 

“If we adopt, the Federal Gov- 
ernment’s estimate of such a de- 
sirable standard, then the actual,

“Another end result,” Hoover 
said, “is to expose all our inde- 
pendent colleges, and other pri- 
vate-supported institutions to the 
risk of becoming dependent on the 
state. Then through politics we 
will undermine their independ- 
enee ...” 

Hoover scoffed at the idea that 
“we can avoid these disasters by 
more Government borrowing.” 

“That,” he said, “is a device to 
load our extravagance and waste 
on to the next generation. But 
increasing government debts can 


that is the road to inflation. 
There is far more courage in re- 


ducing our debts thah in increas- | 


ing them. And that is a duty 
to our children.” 
How to Cut Outgo and Taxes. 
Hoover insisted there was no 
room for increased spending and 
taxes except to cut the living 
standards of the American people. 
“It is easy to say increase cor- 
poration taxes,” he said. That is 


an illusion, The bulk of corpora-/ 


tion taxes is passed on to the 
consumer—that is, to every fam- 


“It is easy to say increase taxes 
on the higher personal income 
brackets. But if all incomes over 
$8000 a year were confiscated, it 
would cover less than 10 per 
cent of these actual and proposed 
spendings.” 

The former President placed 
much of the blame for heavy 
government spending on the peo- 
ple themselves as represented by 
“the multitude of great pressure 
groups.” 

“Many of these groups,” he 
said, “maintain paid lobbies in 
Washington or in the state capi- 
tols to press their claims upon 
the administration or the legis- 
latures. 

Our representatives must run 
for election. They can be defeated 
by these pressure groups. Our of- 
ficials are forced to think in 
terms of pressure groups, not in 
terms of need of the whole 
people.” 

Urges Thinking and Debate. 

Hoover urged thinking and 
debate on the Government prob- 
lems in the schools and “in every 
corner grocery.” 

“We dare not see the birthright 
of posterity to individual inde- 
pendence, initiative and freedom 
of choice bartered for a mess of 
a collectivist system,” Hoover 
concluded.

seems probable this fall, the State 
Department presently takes the 
view that the United States should 
be very slow in making any move 
to recognize it. 

Stuart’s position in China in 
recent months had been unusual.

On a rough estimate, he has 
spent all but about two hours of 
every working day since the be- 
ginning of the congressional ses- 
sion in the committee rooms and 
anterooms of the Senate and 
House. So have most of the other 
men, like William Foster and Ty- 
ler Wood, who are supposed to 
make the ECA program work. Nor 
is this particularly surprising, 
since Hoffman and his subordi- 
nates have had to justify their 
program, item by item, to no less 
than four successive committees— 
the Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee, the House Foreign Af- 
fairs Committee, the House Ap- 
propriations Committee and the 
Senate Appropriations Committee. 

It is shocking enough that the 
highest executives of the most im- 
portant government on earth 
should have to do jobs of this 
sort in quadruplicate. One expla- 
nation of any program ought to 
be enough. But it is downright in- 
tolerable that honorable and hard- 
working officials should be sub- 
jected to the sort of thing Hoff- 
man and his subordinates met 
with in the Senate Appropriations 
Committee.

The two Presidents agreed that 
resistance to the forces of en- 
slavement would be strongest in 
areas where the material well- 
being of the people gave emphasis 
to freedom. 

The statement said that con- 
versely they found that the people 
who abandon hope of individual 
betterment offered the least re- 
sistance “to those perverted forces 
which' would destroy the ideals to 
which the two nations are dedi- 
cated.” 

The statement reviewed the 
long friendship and common in- 
terest of the two nations. 

“As in the past, it was the aim 
of the United States that the Phil- 
ippines should assume its rightful 
position as a free and self-reliant 
member of the world community,” 
the statement said.

ENATORS determined to 
8 press for a new policy to con-

Their hopes burgeoned when 
the State Department got its 
apologia for China policy off its 
chest and announced the appoint- 
ment of various special advisers 
of the caliber of Raymond B. Fos- 
dick to help it find fresh paths to 
security in the East. 

President Quirino of the Philip- 
pines has given them another 
boost with his unusually forthright 
speech before the Senate. Guests 
of that august body, as he said, 
are not often so bold. But his 
assertions of Filipino leadership 
in a self-help alliance of the free 
nations of the Pacific and south- 
east Asia fell musically on sena- 
torial ears. There was never a 
better climate on the Hill for 


self-help talk than now. 


Effect on Truman. 
Interested Senators hope that 


President Truman will be equally 
impressed by the Philippine Pres- 
ident’s readiness to shoulder obli- 
gations. Congress is doing much 
complaining about past failures in 
the Pacific and much talking 
about what must be done. But 
members realize that foreign 
policy must be initiated at the 
White House and that, unless 
President Truman and Secretary 
Acheson can be sold new moves, 
little will be accomplished. 

There has always been plenty of 
politics in debate on Pacific pol- 
icy. Some Republicans used our 
failures there merely to belabor 
Roosevelt and the istration; 
isolationists found them a conven- 
ient stick with which to beat Eu- 
ropean aid programs. 

But genuinely interested mem- 
bers — including the frustrated 
West coast Senators, Knowland of 
California and Morse of Oregon— 
have been baffled by what seemed 
to them willful inertia on the part 
of the Administration. .They say 
they are prepared to co-operate 
in a bi-partisan foreign policy in 
the Pacific if only they could find 
out what the policy was.

Think It Over“ 

There are just two choices, in our opinion, as 
to how to take Herbert Hoover's birthday ad- 
dress. The first is to say that it is not to be 
regarded seriously. Then it could be passed by 
without serious comment, The second is to say 
that his speech is the considered statement of 
the only living former President, who appeals to 
the American people to face about and return 
to the past. The Post-Dispatch takes the latter 
view. The Palo Alto ‘address deserves to be 
appraised for what it is. ' 

The setting of Mr. Hoover's speech should 
make clear what is basically wrong with it. The 
former President spoke at the noted war library 
which bears his name at Stanford University. 
He said that “this institution is not a dead 
storage,” but a “living thing.” Yet he treated 
it as if its contents were without relevance to 
his theme of ever-mounting costs of govern- 
ment which he says sweep the nation down “the 
last mile to collectivism.” 

Mr. Hoover summons the American people to 
revive their qualities of “self-restraint, integrity, 
conscience and courage.” He calls on them to 
reject the philosophy of the “fuzzy-minded” 
spenders. Yet by his own figures he shows that 
the country’s taxes are more than one-half made 
up of the cost of “obligations from former wars” 
and “defense and cold war.” His calculations 
show 35 days worked annually per citizen for 
war or defense and 12 days for “other federal 
expenditures” and 14 for “state and local expen- 
ditures.” He asks us to “think it over.” 

We do not know how accurate Mr. Hoover's 
computations are, but assume they are correct. 
Then nearly three-fifths of our national taxes 
arise from causes over which the American 
people obviously have much less than full con- 
trol. Certainly this country tried hard to stay 
out of both World Wars I and II. Can the costs 
of these wars be linked to a thoughtless national 
flirtation with collectivism? The question needs 
no answer. 

The same thing is true of the defense and 
cold war sums which are being paid out today. 
They represent the willingness of the people to 
tax themselves in order to fend off still another 
world war. If they have any relation to Euro- 
pean infections,” it is to keep those infections 
away from our shores. It is hard to see how 
anyone, let alone Mr. Hoover, could stand at 
his internationally famous library and make no 
more use of the knowledge which it contains. 


There is the same misuse of information all 
the way through. Mr. Hoover says in effect a 
great share if not all the money paid in taxes is 
siphoned away by the units of government. 
“You might,” he says to Mr. and Mrs. Average 
W. Citizen, “want to work for your family in- 
stead of paying for a gigantic bureaucracy.” 

This is as if to say that American citizens get 
no good out of highways. It is to say that they 
get no value from Social Security payments. It 
is to say that the public health service means 
nothing to them. It is to say that education, 
the national parks, agricultural experimentation, 
public research and hundreds of other benefits 
are without use. 

We said yesterday that Herbert Hoover was

in his times. He looks at the world today in the 
same unseeing way that he looked at the coun- 
try in the early 30s when millions of men, for 
lack of work, could not earn the money with 
which to buy bread for their wives and children. 

There is no denying that there are unwise 
pressure groups in the country, as Mr, Hoover 
says. They are to be watched and defeated. 
There is no denying that there should be vigi- 


. lance against waste and inefficiency. But these 


are not the whole substance of our Government 
as the Palo Alto address says in effect.

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After Three Years... . 


Much to the amazement of nobody at all, the 
Greater East St. Louis Smoke Abatement Com- 
mittee has just completed another survey, dis- 
closing that the atmosphere of the East Side 
business district is twice as smoky as the air in 
St. Louis. 

Without knowing just what scientific experts 
and techniques were used to produce this fact, 
it is possible to state that they weren't necessary. 
Anybody in this area knows that about the only 
time the East Side isn’t twice as smoky ag St. 
Louis is when the wind blows from the east, 
thereby dumping eastern cinders on the west 
side of the river. 

In December, 1945, Aloys Kaufmann, then 
Mayor of St. Louis, wrote to 40 industries and 14 
railroads on the East Side, earnestly requesting 
them to eliminate the smoke evil from the met- 
ropolitan air. All replied with equal earnestness 
that they would co-operate. 

During the three years and seven months 
since then, some of the railroads have done not- 
able smoke abatement work, in veplaeing steam 
switch engines with smokeless diesels. Several 


industries have voluntarily adopted smoke 


abatement equipment. 

But a survey made more than a year after the 
promise of co-operation showed smoke belching 
from most East Side chimneys as it always did, 
and still does. Some of the organizations that 
led in smoke elimination on this side of the 
Mississippi remain public nuisances with their 
smoke on the other side. 

Further history ig in order. The 1949 survey 
was not the Smoke Abatement Committee’s first 
by any means, Back in 1946, the committee 
hired a smoke expert from Cincinnati, one of 
the smokier cities on this continent, to make a 
survey of East Side smoke. Apparently on the 
theory that only a man from a besmogged at- 
mosphere would recognize smog when he saw it. 

At any rate there was no inclination to seek 
advice or help from St. Louis, which through its 
smoke ordinance was the one city to solve a 
major smoke problem. 


During this time Arnold C. Johnson, banker 


and president of the East Side committee’ to 
this day, Was advocating that East St. Louis try 


education rather than legislation in combating .. 
smoke. Talk of “education” became the swan’ . 


St. Louis continued to prove that substitutes for 
legislation were a course of futility. 

Even after three years and seven months of 
surveys, reports and fruitless speeches, St. Louis 
is reluctant to believe that the East Side cam- 
paign has made no progress at all. As for hold- 
ing up any particular individual to blame, why, 
many of the smokiest East Side factories are 
owned by people who live under the clear skies 
of the West Side. 

But as a sample of haphazard civic leadership 


and endless meanderings into the impractical, 


there can be no better sample than that in East 
St. Louis. When is the Smoke Abatement Com- 
mitgee there going to get down to the real busi- 
ness of smoke abatement, and fight for an anti- 
smoke law?

A General on Delinquency 
Brig. Gen. John F. McBlain’s promise to com- 
bat increased delinquency among Scott Air 
Force Base personne! has a special reference to 
both a few men in Washington, and every citi- 
zen of the St. Louis area. The new commander 
cannot face his problem alone. 


In Washington, the defense chiefs might con- 
sider the wisdom of allowing young recruits to 
wear civilian clothes off base. This may be a 
proper concession to regular troops and career 
officers, but it is a doubtful means of teaching 
rookies who are just beginning to learn what 
military discipline is. 

Gen. McBlain says he doubts that uniforms 
would do much good. But during the war, the 


uniform was used as clothing for morale, and. 


men were taught the restraint that it should 
exercise. 

The General also says that in any event he 
cannot issue an order in behalf of uniforms worn 
off post. In that case, Washington can issue the 
order, and issue it nationally. After all, the 
crime rate that caused alarm at Scott Field is 
probably no greater than that at other compar- 
able military posts. 

In St. Louis, as Gen. McBlain suggests, the 
U.S.O. should be re-established. The Post- 
Dispatch regretted its passing The U.S.O. was 
not only a friendly place for service men in this 
area, but for thousands more who pass through 
this transportation center. Neither was it simply 
a place for service men to spend free time. It 
is a registry for accepting the hospitality of the 
city and its citizens. 

Mayor Darst expects a report next month from 
a committee considering whether and how to 
establish a new U.S.O. center. We doubt if St. 
Louis needs more reminders that it is easier to 
protest against delinquency than to do anything 
about it. 

Much of the misbehavior of Scott field men 
in recent months has occurred off base, and 
there is a limit to what Gen. McBlain can do 
about it. The problem is that America has been 
forced to behave almost as if it were at war, 
while it actually is not. 

Just as in wartime, thousands of teen-agers 
have been torn suddenly from parental guidance, 


but unlike wartime, they are not always given 


the close national attention and willing assist- 
ance which was given to GIs. They need it just 
as much, in terms of military discipline and 
community friendship.

Complaint Filed inst Man 
Who Once Was ‘Everything 
I’ve Ever Dreamed Of.’ 


LOS ANGELES, Aug. 11 (AP)—

divorce Jack Briggs, an actor, who 
she said was “everything I've 
ever dreamed of” when she mar- 
ried him in 1943.

Freezer It Is Appealing 
to Youngsters. 


The good old summer time is 
ice cream time, ice cream made 
the old-fashioned way on the back 
porch or in the basement, with 
chopped ice and the turning 
erank, then the ripening period 
under the old burlap sack.

Here are some tips on good 
home-made ice cream: First, scald 


ago. 
It ig not necessary to cook a 
mixture of cream, milk, sugar, 


fruit juices, crushed fruit or other 


flavorings before freezing. For the 
best flavor and texture, however, 
the mix should de thoroughly 
chilled in the : tor for a 
few hours or overnight before 
freezing. 

Leave. Head Room. 

Never fill the freezer can more 
than two-thirds full because air, 
whipped in during freezing, ex- 
pands the mixture and space must 
be left fo® it. 

Crush ice dy placing in a strong 
eanvas and pounding with a 
mallet un leceg are fine and 
even. Use a six pounds of 
crushed ice to one pound of rock 
salt or table salt. To start the 
ice melting and thus hasten the 
freezing, add one pint of cold 
water to the ice and salt. The 
dairy specialists explain that as 
the ice melts, heat is drawn out 
of the cream mixture, causing it 
to freeze. Pack the ice and salt 
mixture firmly around the can. 

Turn the freezer crank slowly at 
first to prevent churning the cream 
before it starts to freeze. As the 
crank turns harder, turn it faster 
in order to whip in as much air as 
possible during the freezing and 
thus make a —— product. 


eri 

About 15 or 20 minutes of turn- 
ing the crank is all that should be 
necessary to freeze the contents 
of a two-quart freezer. When the 
ice cream is frozen, wipe the top 
of the can and open carefully so 
that no trace of salt gets in. Re- 
move the dasher, scrape the mix- 
ture down from the side of the 
can. Plug the hole in the cover 
with a cork and replace the cover 
on the can. Then drain off water 
from the outer part of the ffeezer 
and pack with more ice and salt. 
For this packing use about one 
part salt to eight parts of crushed 
ice by weight and pack around 
and over the can, Place a heavy 
piece of cloth or several thick- 
nesses Of newspaper over the top 
of the freezer for insulation and 
let the’ ice cream stand at least 
two hours before serving for best 
texture and flavor.

BRUSSELS, Aug. 11 (UP)—Bel- 
gium’s new coalition Cabinet. of 
eight Liberals and nine Catholics 
(Social Christians) was sworn in 
by Prince Regent Charles of Bel- 
gium at noon today. 

The Liberal tive 
committee decided at a mé@eting 
yesterday to join the Social Chris- 
tians in the coalition. The vote 


— was 70 to 51, and broke a 50-day 
deadlock over a Cabinet since the 


elections. 

The Socialists had refused to

The new government presuma- 
bly will handle the country’s im- 
mediate economic and foreign af- 
fairs problems, leaving the royalty 
question to be hammered out later 
by all parties.

Trick—She Upset Old

CAIRO, Aug. 11—A new queen 
of antiquity now reigns over the 
hearts of modern Egyptians. Her 
name is Nefertiti. Her face is ev- 
erywhere, from streetcars to hotel 
lobbies, 

Cleopatra ig hardly mentioned 
nowadays. The crisp name of Ne- 
fertiti, however, is dinned into the 
ears of every visitor to Egypt, 
twice as often if he is American, 

Whether from long robed drago- 
mans or diplomats with red tar- 
booshes, the Egyptian refrain is 
always the same: “Why don’t you 
give us back Nefertiti’s head?” 

The only bust of Nefertiti—who 
was a creamy-skinned, calm-eyed 
forerunner of a necklace advertise- 
ment—sits in Wiesbaden, Germany, 
in the care of the United States 
Army. The Army intends to re- 
turn it to the Germans, for whom 
it is held in safekeeping. 

The Egyptians want the United 
States to send their slim-throated 
queen back to Egypt. Nefertiti, 
if she had any say in the matter, 
would probably want to come 
home, too. 


A Prisoner Since 1914. 


She spent about 50 years as a 
woman and 3200 years as a statue, 
all in Egypt. Having been a Ger- 
man prisoner since 1914, she prob- 
ably would be glad to exchange 
damp, chill Berlin for sunny, dry 
Egypt. 

Nefertitt was kidnaped, Egyp- 
tians say, by the Teuton archeol- 
ogist Borchradt. Treasures from 
Egypt's tombs used to be divided 
equally between Egypt and the 
digging power. Borchardt tricked 
Gustave Lefebre, the Frenchman 
who represented Egypt’s interest,

by telling him that Nefertiti was 
only a plaster model of a lost orig- 
inal. 


Not until Germany had possessed 
Nefertiti seven years, in 1920, did 
an indignant Egypt discover what 
had been put over by the Germans. 


In life, Nefertiti was a spur to 
her husband, a thin-faced intense 
king named Akhanaton. They did 
Outrageous things to Egyptian 
culture. They kicked out an en- 
tire zoo of small gods under Ram- 
God Amon, and put in a single 
almighty, very abstract, named 
Aton. 

They became nudists and re- 
ceived their puzzled subjects in 
the raw. The subjects could wear 
clothes, but Nefertiti and Akhan- 
aton wore none. Nefertiti’s three 
daughters gamely tried to imitate 
mama, 

Threw Out Formalized Art. 

King and queen threw out 
formalized, “dignified” art, and 
installed realism, often. with life- 
for

kingdom, They hacked the name 
of the previous king, Akhanaton’s 
father, out of public buildings. 
Finally they did away with 
Heaven and Hell, denying any 
hereafter. 

Tut-ankh-amen, their gon-in-law, 
vainly tried to put back together 
the hunks of cultural integrity 
with which the brilliant king and 
queen littered the landscape in 17 
years’ reign. 

Today, the explosive Nefertiti 
remains irresistible to men, even 
though they see her only in her 
flesh-colored bust with its tall 
blue headdress. 

Considered Her Return. 

Under Hitler, the Germans were 
considering returning Nefertiti as 
a gesture to challenge British in- 
fluence in Egypt. Goering prom- 
ised she was coming back, renew- 
ing a hopt that President von 
Hindenburg first encouraged. 

But Germany demanded that 
the Egyptians give them the life- 
size statue of the famous priest, 
Ranufer, 600 years older. The 
Egyptians were nibbling distaste- 
fully at this bait when the 
Fuehrer suddenly announced that 
he had become emotionally at- 
tached to Nefertiti. The queen 
would remain a German prisoner. 

Today the Egyptians say: “All 
the other German prisoners have 
gone home, Why can’t Nefertiti 
come too?” 

It's been suggested in Amer- 
ican quarters that the return of 
Nefertiti might smooth Arab feel- 
ings about United States aid to 
Israel. 

The legal ground, however, as 
Etienne Drioton, Egypt’s French 
director of antiquities, admits, is 
shaky. Nefertiti is in the United 
States Army’s hands, in trust for 
Germany, not as a prize, The 
return, if there is one, must be 
from the United States to Ger- 
many to Egypt. 

Egypt today is so burningly 
Nefertiti-conscious that it might 
pay Germany in cotton for the 
bust, which would save the United 
States taxpayer some money in 
relief.

RULES FIRM MUST 
TELL UNION ABOUT 
PAY RISES GRANTED 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 11 (AP)— 
A National Labor Relations Board 
trial examiner ruled yesterday 
that a union is entitled to full in- 
formation on the merit ratings 
and pay rises given employes. 

Examiner David London said 
the General Controls Co. of Glen- 
dale, Calif., must furnish that in- 
formation to Lodge No. 1600 of 
the independent International As- 
sociation of Machinists. 

London found the company 
guilty of a refusal to bargain. col- 
lectively by declining to furnish 
the union: The names of employes 
who. received merit rises; the 
amount & such increases; com- 
plete seniority lists of the various 
departments; the rating review 
cards of all employes. 

London recommended that the 
company be required to furnish 
this da Unless challenged by 
one of the parties within 20 days, 
the examiner’s recommendation 
takes the effect of a board order. 

London held that the company 
was within its rights under its 
contract with the union in refus- 
ing to consult the union before 
granting merit pay increases, The 
examiner said the contract gave 
the company the “exclusive right 
and power” to administer the 
merit rating plan, but the ratings 
and promotions, layoffs, dis- 
charges or other actions based on 
the ratings were subject to the 
grievance machinery of the con- 


tract. 

London said the merit ratings 
were used by the company in de- 
termining layoffs, discharges and 
promotions. The information 
should ,be furnished for union 
members and non-union members, 


London said.

HERE's something wrong with a nation that 
1 won't take off its coat. 
It’s hot in Lisbon, even for a Miamian.

tuguese you meet 
apologizes: “This 
is the hottest 
weather we've had 
in years, most un- 
usual.“ 
I wandered along 
the shady side of 
the street about 4 
p.m.— coffee hour.

Wipe the ham clean, using a 
dampened cloth. Then carefully 
slit the skin full length of the 
shank on the inside to prevent 
the skin on the top of the ham 
from bursting. This is important 
if an even layer of fat for scoring 
is desired. A meat thermometer is 
a great help in baking hanf per- 
fectly. To insert it properly, make 
a hole from the top side through 
to the center of ham, using a large 
metal or wood skewer or an ice 
pick. Be sure bottom of hole is 
not on bone or in a pocket of fat. 
Push thermometer down into the 
hole carefully.

One half hour before ham is done, 
remove from oven and lift off the 
paper covering. As soon as ham 
cools enough to be handled com- 
fortably, carefully remove skin, if 
any. If there is no skin, shave off 
the paper-thin brown layer of fat 
to obtain a white surface of fat. 
Keep the fat smooth on surface 
and uniform in depth. Score 
neatly, making squares, diamonds, 
or triangles of a size to suit your 
fancy, but being cautious- not to 
cut through to the lean. 

Stick cloves into centers or at 
corners of scored designs also ac- 
cording to your whim. Put brown 
sugar into sifter and sift it evenly 
all over the fat, tilting the ham 
sufficiently to obtain a uniform 
coating of sugar. Lay ham on 
rack in roasting pan. Drizzle 
honey or corn ‘syrup in a fine 
stream all over the sugar. Return 
to a moderate oven (375 degrees 
Fahrenheit) to glaze and brown 
appetizingly, from 30 to 45 min- 
utes. If the ham is cold when it is 
returned to the oven, it will re- 
quire more time to glaze. Varia- 
tion: 

Thin slices of pineapple or 
peaches, or nuts may be glazed 
on the ham.
